PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses-

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 


Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

MUNICIPAL BY-LAWS 


THE CORPORATION OF THE 
DISTRICT OF COQUITLAM 





By-law No. 1576 





A By-law to Authorize the Expropriation 
of Certain Real Property 


WHEREAS it is deemed necessary and 
in the public interest to expropriate the 
real property hereinafter described for 
highway purposes and to construct and 
install thereon necessary municipal works 
and services: 

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Coquitlam 
enacts as follows:— 

1. This by-law may be cited as “Co- 
quitlam Highway Expropriation By-law 
No. 1576, 1968.” 

2. For highway purposes and for the 
construction and installation thereon of 
necessary municipal works and services, 
The Corporation of the District of Co- 
quitlam is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, without the consent of the 
owners of the real property but subject to 
the provisions of Division (4) of Part XII 
of the Municipal Act:— 

(a) By its servants and agents to enter 
upon, expropriate, break up, take 
or enter into possession of, or use 
all and singular those certain par- 
cels or tracts of lands and premises 
situate, lying, and being in the Mu- 
nicipality of Coquitlam, in the 
Province of British Columbia, and 
being portions of District Lots 
Three (3) and Five (5), New West- 
minster District, more particularly 
described as follows:— 

(i) A portion of Lot One hundred 
and eight (108) of District Lot 
Three (3), Group One (1), New 
Westminster District, Plan 29398, 
which said portion may be more 
particularly described as follows: 
Commencing at the north-westerly 
corner of Lot 108 aforesaid; thence

(6) By its servants and agents to enter 
upon any real property which may 
be injuriously affected by the exer- 
cise of any of the aforesaid powers 
for the purpose of executing any 
works of construction, maintenance, 
or repair in mitigation of injuries 
done or apprehended or in reduc- 
tion of compensation. 

3. This by-law shall, before coming into 
effect, be published once in The British 
Columbia Gazette and in a newspaper 
published or circulating in the Munici- 
pality of Coquitlam, and a certified copy 
of the by-law shall be filed in the Land 
Registry Office at New Westminster, in 
the Province of British Columbia.

A By-law to Acquire an Easement by Ex- 
propriation for the Use of the City 
of Kelowna in the Construction of a 
Sewerage System. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
the City of Kelowna was by By-law No. 
2400, cited as the “Sewerage System Im- 
provement and Financing By-law, 1962, 
No. 2400,” empowered and authorized to 
make additions to the sewerage system of 
the City of Kelowna and to undertake 
and carry out or cause to be carried out 
the construction of the sewerage-works 
shown and described in general plans ap- 
proved by the Provincial Health Officer 
and to do all things necessary in connec- 
tion therewith, and specifically to acquire 
all such real property, easements, rights- 
of-way licences, rights, and authorities as 
may be requisite or desirable for or in 
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connection with the construction of the 
aforesaid sewerage system: 

And whereas the Council, by its ser- 
vants, may enter upon, and the Council 
may by by-law expropriate, break-up, 
take or enter into possession of, and use, 
any real or personal property within or 
without the municipality in any way nec- 
essary or convenient for the purposes of 
operating, maintaining, improving, ex- 
tending, or altering any existing sewerage 
system and acquire all easements required 
therefor without the consent of the own- 
ers of the real property, but subject to 
Division (4) of Part XII of the Municipal 
Act as amended: 

And whereas in order to operate, main- 
tain, improve, extend, and alter the sewer- 
age system it is expedient to expropriate 
and take a right-of-way as hereinafter 
described: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Munici- 
pal Council of the City of Kelowna, in 
Open meeting assembled, as follows:— 

1. The Municipal Council of the City 
of Kelowna is authorized hereby to ex- 
propriate, break up, take or enter into 
possession of, and use for the purposes of 
a right-of-way those certain lands set 
forth and in the manner set forth by 
that certain form of indenture annexed 
hereto as part of this by-law; and that 
these rights shall run with the land for 
the benefit of the City of Kelowna, its 
successors and assigns, forever, in, over 
and upon those certain parcels and tracts 
of lands being in the Province of British 
Columbia, and being more particularly 
known and described as that certain 
right-of-way as set out in the indenture 
annexed hereto over, through, and upon 
that portion of Lot Ten (10) in Block 
Six (6) lying north of the Canadian 
National Railway right-of-way as shown 
on Plan “A” Three hundred and forty- 
three (“A” 343) of Lot One hundred and 
thirty-seven (137), Osoyoos Division of 
Yale District, Map Four hundred and 
twenty-seven (427).
